It is therefore of interest to have a local citizen, 


tinuaed to the terriflo energy of Chicago said Xew 
York, unfamiliar with the gayeties -of the 
great 


metropolis, to write for us who have become ab- 
sorbed •with the western attitude. Morris Schneider, 
the local shoe merchant, whose keen appreciation 
for tho unusual makes him an interesting narrator, 
has Just returned from a visit to the Atlantic sea- 
board. His Impressions ar« illuminating: 


"I left Boston," says Schneider, "for .New York 


City, the great metropolis that is the wonder and 
•nvy of the world. The people living in New Tork 
hurry and scurry to their dally toil, little aware of 
the mighty changes going on about their great city.

"Ask the average New Yorker if ho na3 been to 


tliair 'famous lluseum of Natural History, Museum 
of Art, Broni Park or If he has seen the famous 
Btntue of Liberty, or if he has been to the observa- 
tion tower of any- of their large skyscrapers, nuch 
M the Singer building, the Metropolitan Life In-' 
luranoe building, or ths Woolworth. Almost 
in- 


variably they have been to none of these places and 
those who have have long forgotten the incident 


"But the out of town visitor almost without e*- 


.oeption goes to these places and marvels at every- 
thing ho sees. , 


."I went to the train from the hotel In a cab; rato 


Jl.BO, a distance of about four Oakland blocks, and 
the chauffeur held out his hand then for a Up. You 
barely have time to get out when away' he'dashes 
In guest -of . another sucker.- New York ts-ilterally 
tip-mad. 
You go into a barber 
shop, and tha 


uninitiated is amazed to find a pocket designedly in- 
sert-ad -in the barber's ooat for tips. ' As soon !as you 
take your Beat in a. chair the change In his pocket 
Is jingled for the express purpose of calling' atten-' 
tlon to his tip. From the time yon enter the.shop 
four different people eipect and usually.get tips.. 
When it is all over one feels lighter !n his pocket "and 
to some who do not relish this abominable practice 
it is a source of great annoyance, for a. failure to give 
the tip often results in a riled' look and sometimes 
a few very unkind words. 


"During a. conversation with a barber at a local 


hotel it happened to snov,-, and he phoned to his wife 
Jn my presence asking her to be sure to put up the 
auto-and take out the sleigh 
for the day. The 


barbers work from 7 a. in. to 10 p. m., and judging 
from the size of the tip pocket, ten dollars ia a fair 
estimate of what a barber gets in' tips in -a day. Al- 
most every turn of the hotel has its price In a tip, 
and no small tips either. All fcirls in stores expect 
tips, as do bootblacks and fruit-stand owners. In 
short, as it. was aptly put to me by a mac in New- 
York -who is supposed to know, It may be said that 
It coats to breathe In New York. It would not sur- • 
prise a conductor on a street car if you offered him 
•a tip.

"In my estimation there is no such thing aa poor 


people In New York City at this time. 
- "In the hotel where I stopped they have a South 
American club composed of some five hundred 
members who formerly made Europe their

quarters. You can Just see the money fly from their 
pockets. You can see them in the cafes—a couple 
of them sitting at a. table with a number of bottles . 
of most expensive wines before them. When they 
leave the table there is no evidence of their Laving 
touched enough to drown a fly. They just sit and 
look at It 
I was told by the manager of a hotel 


that he accommodated South American gentlemen ' 
who occupied suites of from eight to fifteen rooms, 
paving as high &s S200 a. day. 


"They purchased several high priced- foreign cars 


aid hired chauffeurs and several high priced foot- 
men. When they Itiave these cars are sacrificed. 
Vintages of the past fifteen years are not satisfac- 
tory to them. One sees in the lobby of the hotel- 
bottles with the date 1SOO innocently labeled 
on 


them, and they pay all sorts of prices for them. Ton 
lay for liquor In Xew York according to your appe- 
tite. Starting at the bottom rung of the ladder of 
social whirl, we se« those in the basement paying 
85 cents per drink. On the floor of such resorts 
above the basement we have the second-class, who 
have larger appetites and accordingly pay "5 cents 
a drink. And now you can so to the third rung 
of this ladder, at the top of the building, one dollar 
per throw! 
However, as the new class seems to 


have suddenly come Into existence, they are con- 
templating building a captive balloon for the housing 
of this element, wljich is supposed to have an tp- 
petite of ten cocktails per breath—the ladles havine 
credit for the. ability to flip a cigarette In the air 
and drink a cocktail at the same time.

ROF. TTE3NRY MORSE STEPHENS, his- 
torian, disciple of Kipling and smoker of 
five-cent cigars, has been a member uf 
the faculty of thb University of California 


for twenty ;odd years. 
Althoug-h familiarly known 


as Henry Morse to hia student contingent, hia of- 
ficial title would occupy almost a page and would 
Include such suffixes aa professor of history, doctor 
of science, bachelor of arts and knight'of Isabelle, 
each one of which would make proud'the ordinary 
Echolar. 


Professor Stephens is perhaps the heat known 


faculty member at the State University, his peculiar 
fascination for a well-known brand of five-cent 
cigar, his small rotund stature, his flowing beard 
and his Oxford accent,, setting him apart from our 
Araerican-born and bred scholars. Ho Is sought at 
historical meetings, dinner functions and student 
rallies, for besides having an Intimate knowledgo 
Into the history of the world, from Adain to ths 
present day, Professor Stephens knows Klpjlng In all 
his phases. 


"I have never met Kipling," Stephens has often 


said. "In fact I do not care to meet him, for I am 
afraid I would not like him. T would not like him 
because I imagine he would be the same as are all 


men pf his utility, a wonderful genius literarlly- . 
epeaklus and an ordinary Individual In real life." 


For this reason Professor Stephens and Kipling ' 


have never met. They hav; had chances "of meeting, 
hut the former failed to take advantage of such in- 
stances and was satisfied to continue knowing Kip- 
ling from his works alone. The "Barrack Room Bal- 
lads," tales of the Indian mutiny and the Cockney 
poems of England's famous poet are oifl friends «j£ 
J'rofessor Stephens; so much so, in fact, that when- 
ever he is called upon for a few words he never fails 
to quote Kipling and it Is usually: 
"Boots, boots, boots, bobbing up and down agl-aln, 
There's no dtscha-a-a-a-g,In the wa-a-a-ar." 


And so we have a short word picture of Professor 


Henry Morse Stephens, world-famed historian, dla- 
ciple of Kipling and smoker of five-cent cigars, 
whose presence at the University of California la 
now deemed a necessity, and whose works In the 
historical field are rated as the last word in his spe- 
cialty, but whose modesty and peculiar nature keeps 
him from having a book written by himself In his 
private library; whose bushy beard and small stat- 
ure appear terrorizing to the casual .acquaintance, 
but whose good-natured smilo puts aside all qualms 
of spirit and ^sets him forth as the good-natured, 
humorously-Inclined personage that he .Is-—P. M. 


QUAY, when" Europe's flames threaten to 
slnga the shores of "our own United 
States," some youns man, sitting high In 


J a building In little old New York, strum- 


ming and strumming over the keyboard of a piano,

ment. Print was slow. Tho press was hew. "Best 
sellers" were not being batted out every week, and 
many a fine sentiment was lost forever after it had 
ons publication Jn a mushroom weekly.- Some, how- 
ever, remain to give us an index to the anta-bellum 
spirit of the '50s. Here is one:

It Is a room which might well|be called the nichei 
of' celebrities. 


Though the collection of portraits and etchings 


which make up tha exhibit of this room Is yet 
small, Prof. Robert B. Harshe, 'the museum curator, 
considers that it forms the nucleus for a collection 
which will at some future time rival some of the 
smaller famous collections now in this country. 


For this splendid nucleus the city owes gratitude 


to various persons, most of them Oakland and San 
Francisco residents, of course, but 
a 
number of 


them residents of the East. A number of tho etch- 
Ings In the collection are the gifts of the artists, 
while others were presented as gifts by friends or 
relatives of the persons portrayed. 
Others of the 


colleciion became the museum's property through 
the personal friendship of Prof. 
Harshe 
to 
the 


donors. :Harshe, himself a painter and etcher, has 
received many valuable gifts for the municipal mu- 
seum since he became its curator "because of his 
wide acquaintance and many friendships 
In 
the 


world of artists. 


Mainly becausevof the big part which he played 


in this.state's early history Is a picture of Major 
General John C. Fremont Interesting. It Is-a good 
•picture, and a rare one. About: ItT revolve visions of 
the Intrepid pioneer's warrior courage and cunning. 
For this picture is a likeness of Fremont as he was 
at the time of the Bear Flag revolt in June, 1846, 
when:he led the victorious American forces in'the 
capture of Sonoma,-and declared California an inde- 
pendent state oh Independence Day of the same 
year.

Two old steel engravings toy that- noted etcher, 


Alfred. Jones, form another valuable part of 
the 


exhibit." 
By far the most Interesting of tho' two 


etchings, from the historical as well as other stand- 


;, is "The Capture of Major Andre," after a 


painting by an early American artist. The other 
Jones exhibit is "The Farmer's Nooning," a whimsi- 
cal' fancy excellently executed, and valued because 
of the period represented in the' history of Ameri- 
can art. Both were given the museum by Mrs. Ellen. 
Major Jones- of >New York.'

Another very "interesting etching is that of the 


home of Paul Revere, earliest of American herpes, 
by Sears Gallagher'. Gallagher, is the donor Jof the 
precious etching, which"is^one of the. finest bits of 
work of that nature^m the entire museum'collection. 


A wood, engraving, a portrait of Andrew Jackson 


—the gruff Old Hickory, most 
eccentric 
of this 


country's Presidents—is another valued part :of tho 
collection. It is the work of George Manshausen of 
Philadelphia, and he it was that presented It to the 
Oakland, museum. 


Two other wood engravings are Interesting. One

That first Berkeley Jail sUll exists, but to what 


base uses has It descended! 
It is now a portion of 


the plant of the Berkeley pound. Peter J. Rogers, 
poundman. presides over Its destinies. He has given 
It a generous coat of paint to conform 
with the 


color of his four or five other buildings at the foot 
of University avenue* but the point haa failed to hide 
the forbidding aspect the structure must always have 
borne. Nor has Its purpose been altogether altered, 
for it now safeguards the dogs that cannot be trusted 
loose in the pound-yard as once It limited the free- 
dom of men who could not be trusted loose In 
Berkeley. 


Two cells In its interior face its front door; the 


third is placed laterally. The doors of the cells are 
of vertical iron bars, Interlaced with two horizontals, 
all of them deeply encrusted with- rust. The front 
door is less sturdy In its appearance, being merely 
of wood, but Rogers Is uncertain whether a heavier 
door did not once occupy Its place. The probability 
is that none din, however, for the lock has been un- 
changed. 
The Key thereto is a ponderous instru- 


plnce. In fact, after a. spun of twenty-five years or 
more, Schmidt recalls not one single arrest that 
he ever did make. John W. Striker, a later mar-. 
thai, recalls a. few. but'only a few. He explains that 
the local penal system of the time, while It gave the 
marshal Die right to make arrests, conferred no 
emolument upon him- for so doing. The constables 
were, however, better treated, and received a com- 
mission for each arrest made. So the marshal was 
worit to procure the arrest, when an arrest had to 
be made, and to turn it over to tlie constable for 
administration.

street and Allston way, where It was burned down 
ten years or so ago, and where Its imposing suc- 
cessor now stands, and the day of the little Jail had 
reached Its twilight. Besides Schmidt and Striker, A. 
IL Broad, now a contractor In Berkeley; C. R. lord, 
later city treasurer, now dead; Thomas E. Knor, 
now a resident of Llvermore, and several others had, 
as town marshals, controlled its destinies.

About the time the town hall was built the Jail 


passed under the dominion of Poundman Rogers. 
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ment which Rogers carries with no slight discom- 
fort on a warm day. It must have been nearly worth 
a marshal's salary just to cart that key around. 


But according to George Schmidt, pioneer Berkeley 


resident, who was once marshal and later postmas- 
ter, arrests were not numerous in those days, and 
the key had seldom to be taken from its resting 


H© at once had it moved to Its present location.. At 
that he-almost lost it, for when It was carried, across 
Strawberry Creek on a single girder, to Rogers' dis-; 
may It suddenly turned turtle and settled 
in tha 


creek upon its rooftree. Finally It was rescued, and 
today lokos good for many another long year . of 
service.

HEART BEATS ARE PHOTOGRAPHED 


Photographs of the heart beats of recruits for tha 


British army now form part of a new physical ex- 
amination adopted by the military authorities. These 
are being made. In a ILondon, hospital, where men 
whose hearts vary in the least from normal are put 
through, a series of tests by some of the greatest 
specialists in heart complaints in England. The new 
method is said to obviate the danger of accepting as 
recruits men whose hearts are not sound enough to 
stand the rigors of soldiery. 


"Please run up those stairs to the roof and back," 


the recruit is told by one of the medical examiners. 


On his return to "the ground floor his pulse rate, 


breathing rate and blood 'pressure are taken and 


compared with the pulse rate, etc., obtained before 
the candidate went stair climbing1. After a rest of 
three minutes the pulse and blood pressure are 
again measured. 


The knowledge of the general condition of the 


heart obtained by these and the other routine meth-. 
ods of heart examinations is not enough, however, 
and the candidate Is next taken into the electro- 
cardiograph room. Here he sits with one bare foot. 
and his two hands in separate basins of water!. 
Wires lead from the basins to a complicated elec- 
trical apparatus, which, In a word, photographs on. 
a moving sensitized film the electrical currents gen- 
erated by the different chambers of the heart in

"It was one story 
in height and about as big each way aa a man could 
measuru with two. spunrf of hla wtUndod arms. 


The value of the helmets which are now beln? 


supplied to the British troops at the front Is indi- 
cated in an article In the current Issue of the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal which says that in a big fiffht 
where the Britishers were wearing the new helmets 
the number of penetrating gunshot, wounds of the 
head was equal to less, than one-half per cent and 
the total number of fractures of the skull was un- 
der one per cent of all Injuries. Head wounds have 
been set down, upon the experience of recent wars, 
as accounting for 15 Per cent of all casualties, and 
the latest data show that, In trench fights at least, 
the percentage Is "as high as 25. 


"The British helmet," the Journal explains, "pro- 


tects the side and buck of the neck and the temples 
and the upper part of the face as well, of course, as 
the top and sides of the head. It has also a smooth 
round top. It stands away from tho head about 
one-third of an inch all around, the weight being 
borno by a padded leather band fixed to the Inner, 
sido of tho surrounding steel by a series of India 
rubber buffers, each about the thickness of a lead 
pencil, find about ont> inch long. Thla detail of con- 
struction constitutes perhaps" tho most Important 
difference between tho British and French helmets. 
The buffers, arc capable of diffusing and neutraliz- 
ing tho force .of a blow, which, falling on tho closely- 
fitted French helmet, would bo conducted direct to 
tho brain-pan."

While Prance suffers 
from tho extraordinary 


ocean freight rates now prevailing, her steamship"1- 
owners reap little or.none of tha profits. Dividends 
of French navigation companies—such as declared 
dividends—ran from 6 to IB percent, while British, 
Dutch and Scandinavian companies distributed from 
S to 100 percent among their shareholders. 


One English company declared a dividend of 100 


percent, one BO percent, ono 49 percent, sev«a Irom 
26 to 40 percent and twenty-nine companies- divi- 
dends ran from 10 to 20 percent. Two Dutch com- 
panies divided 100 percent, two 50 percent and two 
40 percent and only one as little as 25 percent! 


The comparatively poor showing of the French 


merchant fleet is explained partly by the consider- 
able requisitions made by the government and other 
war disturbances that'did not affect neutral coun- 
tries and were felt far leas proportionately in Ens- 
land because British owners continued to profit 
from outgoing freight which the French fleet haa 
always lacked. Economic writers call the.attention 
of the Superior Merchant Marino Council now In 
cession to tho fact that French lines have also-suf- 
fered from obstructive administration measures and 
call for reforms thnt have been under discussion for 
years, particularly conc»rnlnK tho regime of French

London.

of curio hunters from all over the world. The statue 
haa been removed now to one of the museums.

REVOLT OF-POETS? 


"These Chris ts that die upon the bar- 


ricades," aang Oscar Wilde, addlne "God 
knows It, I am with thorn." Wilde was 
an irishman —Anglicised, but still the eon 
of "Speranza." 
He . would have had. a 


word of pity tor the poets who were shot 
for building barricades in the streets of 
"dear dirty Dublin." It -was Indeed a 
harvest of death for the'Muse to weep 
over: Padrlac Pearpe,-Thomas MacDon- 
agh, Joseph Plunkett. This trio had ex- 
ceptional singing gifts, but there were 
others, some shot, some imprisoned." And 
the Countess Markiewlcz (Constance Gore 
Booth), '. the Amazon of the rising, Is a 
poet, too.. Even Sir Hoger Casement has 
written poetry.. This was pre-eminently 


poets' rebellion. 
Perhaps only poets 


could have vlsioned the possibility of suc- 
cess. Actually, the rebellion was as brief 
as a, poet's dream. "The rest is silence." 
AH the dead poets of '1C were flowers 
of the Celtic Revival. Pearse wrote po- 
etic dramas in Irish and English. '"All 
his stories and plays were about saints," 
writes one who knew and loved him. 
Joseph Plunkett, the son of .Count Plun-. 
kett, belonging to the family''of the great 
Oliver Plunkett, who la in, process of 
canonization BS a martyr, married one 
of Dublin's loveliest belles at midnight 
and faced the shooting squad at dawn. 
That was a death, for a. poet. He wrote 
a book of poems called "The Circle and 
the Sword."

The portraits referred to are tho portraits 
of Henry James, tho American novelist 
who recently died a British subject; and 
the portrait of Madame Qautereau. known 
as "Madame X" 
In his will Henry 


James bequeathed the Sargent portrait 
of himself to the National Portrait Gal- 
lery of London, adding with character- 
istic modesty that If It were refused by 
that gallery It should be offered to tho 
Metropolitan Museum In New York. There 
Is no danger that-It will be refused—gal- 
leries do not refuse Sargents, and Eng- 
land was so touched by James's natural- 
ization in tho country where he did most 
of his work that she will, be proud to 
hang his portrait in that magnificent col- 
lection. This portrait attracted attention 
In the Palace of Fine Arts not only on 
account of Its high artistic merit, but 
also because It had been slashed by ono - 
of the "furious women" of the militant 
suffrage propaganda while it hung in the 
Royal Academy of Ixindon. Indeed, many 
visitors to the world's fair were more 
Interested in the faintly discernible mark 
of the mended slash than in tho beauty 
of the work of art.

"Madame X," has Just been purchased j 
from Sargent for the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. 
It Is a picture with a history. 


It was painted not long after Sargent left 
the studio of Carolus-Duran in Paris, 
tho famous studio where Sargent learned 
hln art.

"Mme. Gautereau," says an art critic, 
"would have been an extraordinary np- 
parition in any epoch of society, and 
Sargent's appreciation of her rare pic- 
torial qualities will always be contagious."

Next Step In Democracy."

•writer on this or affiliated topics en- 
counters. 


"Largo movements," ha asserts. "bear- 


Ing on many aspects of Ilfo are hard to 
define. .There are at least, two reasona 
for thin. Jn tho first place, they Imply a 
criticism of- (Ue old standard!* of justice, 
and tho good, and therefore can not bo 
defined by means of them. . . . In the 
second place, they consist in 
a largo 


jneasuro of tendencies which are only 
partly conscious of their end and which 
are Impressive because of the prophecy 
they contain rather than for what they 
explicitly champion." 


There Is a phycholoclcal basis for this 


condition, according to Professor Sellurs, 
"Organized Society," he believes, "fears 
the unknown and tho untried." Hence, 
he finds himself put to tho task of telling- 
'What Socialism Is—a task 
assumed by 


every writer on Socialism, which la thus 
made as adverse In its fundamentals or 
Ha details as the writers themselves are 
numerous. For cogency and brevity, Pro- 
fessor Sellars' definition will do «a well 
as any: 


"Socialism Is a democratic movement 


•whoeo purpose Is the securing1 
of

economic organ-ration of society which 
will give the maximum possible at any 
time of justice and liberty. . . . So - 
claliem would come under tho genus, 
democratic movement."

The endorsement was given in

banquet of the League to Enforce 
Peace. He followed ex-PresUlent 
Ta/t. It came as a climax' to a 
two-tiny session which this after- 
noon' heard Theodore Marburg, 
former minister to Belgium, urge 
Congress 
to pass 
a resolution 


favoring sending abroad after the' 
war to.sound out the allies on or- 
ganization of a peace enforcement 
league of world powers.

FRANKNESS A DUTY. 


With its causes and its objects we 


are hot concerned. The obscure foun- 
tains from which its stupendous flood 
has burst forth we are not interested 
to search for or explore. But so great 
a flood, spread far and wide to every 
quarter of the globe, has ot necessity 
engulfed many a fair province of right 
that lies very near to us. Our own 
rights as a nation, the liberties, the 
privileges, and the property of our 
people have been profoundly affected. 
We are not mere'riisconnected lookers- 
on. The longer the war lasts, the more 
deeply do wo become concerned that 
it should be brought to an end and the 
world bo permitted to resume its nor- 
mal life and course again. And when 
it does come to an end we shall be as 
much concerned as the nations at war 
£o see peace assume an aspect of per- 
manence, give promise of days from 
which the anxiety of uncertainty shall 
be lifted, bring some assurance that 
peaco and war-shall always hereafter 
be reckoned part of the common in- 
terest of mankind. We are partici- 
pants, whether we would or not in the 
life of the world. We 
are partners 


woth the rest. What affects mankind 
is inevitably our affair as well as tho 
affair of the nations of Europe and 
of Asia. 


PKUMISSIBDE OBSERVATION. 
One observation of the causes of the 


present war we are at liberty to make 
and to make it may throw some light 
forward upon the future as well as 
Backward upon the past. It is plain 
that this war could have come only 
as it did, suddenly and out of secret 
counsels, 
without warning 
to the 


world, without discussion of the de- 
liberate movements or counsel with 
which it. wo.uld seem natural to ap- 
proach so stupendous a contest. It is 
probable that if it had been foreseen 
just what would happen, just what 
alliances would be formed, just what 
forces -would be arrayed against one 
another, ,those who brought the .great 
contest on would have been glad 10 
substitute conference for force. 


If we ourselves should bo afforded 


some opportunity to apprise the bel- 
ligerents of the position which it would 
be our duty to take of the policies 
and practices against which we would 
feel bound to use all our normal and 
economic strength, and in certain cir- 
cumstances even our physical strength 
also, our own contribution 
to 
tho 


counsel which might have averted the 
struggle would havo been considered 
worth weighing and regarding. 


NEW DIPLOMACY. 


And the lesson which tho shock of 


being taken by surprise in a matter 
so deeply vital to all the nations of 
the world has made poignantly clear 
Is: That the peaco of the world must 
henceforth depend upo'n a new and 
moro wholesome diplomacy. 


Only when the groat nations of the 


•world have reached some 
sort of 


agreement as to what they hold to be 
fundamental to their common Intorcst 
and as to some feasible method of 
acting In concert when any nation or 
group of nations seeks to disturb those 
fundamental things, can we feel that 
civilization is at least In a way of 
justifying its existence and claiming 
to be finally established. It la clear 
that nations must In the future bo 
governed by tho some high code of 
honor that -wo demand of individuals.

HISTORY OF WATERFRONT. 
The exact history- of Oakland's wa- 


terfront is a mass of entanglement 
and legal procedure. However, Jones, 
in his report, states that the activi- 
ties of the waterfront Were started by 
Horace W. Carpentier, of the State 
legislature, 
who 
incorporated 
the 


town of Oakland In tho early fifties, 
In the charter of the town the water- 
front of the corporation created was 
conveyed to tlie town of Oakland. 
The town later granted to Carpentier 
nil the waterfront lying between high 
tide and the ship channel In fee, also 
the exclusive right of constructing 
wharves, docks and piers, and collect-

"In recent years there has been a 


decided tendency toward public own- 
ership of waterfront property, due in 
part to a recognition of tho commu- 
nity valuo of a port and, In part, to 
the increasing tendency of Congress 
to require communities reeeivinff fed- 
eral aid In harbor and waterways im- 
provements to maintain public ter- 
minals," states the bulletin, "Only a 
few ports, namely, New Orleans, Oak- 
land, Los Angelos and San Diego, own 
the major portion of their wnter> 
fronts or are In a position to acquire 
the bulk -of It. 
Tha ports of Sacra- 


mento, Stockton and Washington are 
similarly placed. These are tho only 
ports 
of the sixty-eight

which the public interest Is dominant.

authority on education stated that 
one-half of the 
money collected In 


taxes would come to ho used for edur 
cation and its branches. This Ms fast 
coming true, but the figures of this 
state show that we are not spending 
enough where It is necessary. In Ban 
Francisco the apportionment for the 
number of persons is exceedingly low, 
with Oakland also below par, accord- 
Ing to a representative standard. San 
Francisco has an apportionment of 45 
per cent, Oakland close to 'that: San 
Diego but 31 per cent; Los Angeles. 
39; San Pedro, 48.'and Berkeley 
54 


per cent. . 


"From this we can see .that Berke- 


ley is far In advance of the other 
cities, and the'reasons being. In my 
mind, first, that the city does not have 
a high tax, rate, and second that there 
are 'no saloons. 
I suggest therefore, 


conditions be improved. Insomuch as 
apportionment is concerned, for wo 
have seen U shown that boys and 
girls who attend the high school are 
worth five times as much' as those 
who do not attend, from an economic 
standpoint."-;. ' 


Rugh then went on to give the poor 


conditions that exist in our present- 
day school systems, and. after 
sug- 


gesting several methods of remedy, 
stated that 'the one great 
-way in 


which 'to raise our standards of ef- 
ficiency' was .to improve the school 
equipment in grounds, teachers, re- 
quirements and recreation.

education." Rugh stated.

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REFORMER JUDGE ALMOST PUT 
OVER BIG REAL ESTATE DEAL 


RALSTON GIVES QUEER REASON 
'FOH GETTING "UNDER TENT' 


AN FRANCISCO, May 27.— 
Judge W. H. I^angdon, now on 
the superior 
bench of Mo- 


desto, but formerly district 
attorney of San Francisco and 
once upon a time a vociferous 
reformer, had a recent experi- 
ence here. The judge has a 
piece of country real estate 
which he is willing to swap 
for city property that is 
"working." He found such a 


piece all right, with an owner who was willing to 
entertain a proposition. The property is located on 
the west side of Mason street, between Turk and 
Eddy. Negotiations went along fine. The owner 
was hankering for the country life, and Langdon 
wanted something that would bring a sure income 
per. The bargain was tentatively closed, when the 
judge bethought him to inquire about the neighbor- 
hood. He explained that he had been a reformer of 
considerable magnitude, and that it would not do 
for him to own city property that was put to uses 
that might be questioned, or words to that effect. 
He_was assured the moralities were spotless; that 
while the property was not exactly used as a Bible 
house, it was all right. The swap was 99 percent 
achieved, when the judge had a spell of thinking, 
that is so often fraught with consequences. The 
bargain was almost too good. The income was too 
large. It led him to call upon the chief of police and 
inquire particularly as to the character of the ten- 
ants in the number which he mentioned, and as to 
the general character of the neighborhood. The 
answer gave the judge a swift shock, and spelled 
good night to the trade-which an industrious agent 
had so laboriously worked up, and upon the con- 
summation of which he expected to receive a fat 
commission. The property was right in the center 
of- the swift life and devoted to it; The story is go-" 
ing the rounds of the real estate offices, and' can be 
appreciated by any layman who has knowledge of 
the city districts. The judge is absolutely guileless 
and is thanking his stars that he discovered the aw- 
ful pitfall before he dropped in. 
Plans That Went Awry 


On this page some weeks since it was stated that 


Governor Johnson had the purpose to appoint Mayor ' 
Rolph to the Lieutenant-Governorship, he to be suc- 
ceeded as Mayor by Matt Sullivan. The informa- 
tion came from a source so near the mayor that it 
was accepted as absolutely true. Tt seems . now to 
have been a tentative arrangement, involving sev- 
eral contingencies. It was apparently believed at 
the time that the primary election would have .a 
termination favorable to the Governor's political in- 
. terests, which means that the Earl ticket would 
carry; in which case the Governor would be fn a po- 
sition which would continue the statu quo here in 
California, and enable him to withdraw gracefully 
from the field if it came to that. Also it would 
make the succession something that could be trans- 
ferred to some considerable extent; But the elec- 


. tioii did not go the way that was expected. The 


mayor did not develop the strength that was neces- 
sary to make him a political successor. That in it- 
self would have defeated the arrangement; but while 
the matter was pending and when it might have 
been carried through another obstacle popped up, 
the particulars of which are just out. The majority 
of the Board of Supervisors would not stand for 
Matt Sullivan for mayor. They were willing to elect 
any of their number, or an outsider who suited; but 
not Matt. The story does not extend to particulars 
as to cause of the objection, which was apparently 
insurmountable. Then the whole deal was off. Prob- 
ably after the primaries the mayor realized that the 
appointment would not have significance as to a suc- 
c'essorship to the gubernatorial position. That would 
seem to have a bearing upon the delay in filling the 
vacancy. The plans went aglee and another situa- 
tion has to be worked up. 
Another Mayor Story 


As to the resignation of the mayor a new story is 


now afloat. It is one that is not at all unreasonable, 
and is entirely removed from politics. The story is 
that he is shortly to resign the mayoralty, to accept 
the presidency of the Union Iron Works. The enor- 
mous activities of this concern and its immense 
shipbuilding contracts 'have brought it to the fore 
in a way that it has never before enjoyed, and made 
advisable a head who is something more than a ship- 
wright—a man conversant with shipping affairs, 
the financial interests, the commerce of this side of 
the world—a glad-hander in all these particulars. If 
there is anything that the mayor understands per- 
fectly'it is the glad-hand rite. He nlso stands high 
as to all the important things mentioned, has been 
coquetting with organized labor and ought to be able 
to handle that side of the great industry, which 
would seem to be of growing concern. Ship-workers 
are getting restless. In this connection still- another 
story is going around as to the enormous sums that 
the mayor is accredited with making in the sale of 
ships. This story is to the effect that the ships 
that have been sold off the Union Iron Works ways, 
and accredited with having been built to the order 
of the mayor, were in reality owned by the company 
but sold through the mayor. The newspapers, by 
the way, are causing the ownei's and managers of 
the shipbuilding plants to gnash their teeth. These 
stories about great fortunes being made through 
the sale of ships are at the bottom of most of the 
labor trouble that is being experienced. Shipbuild- 
ing mechanics are not too numerous at best; and 
when they read of the fortunes that are being made 
in ships upon which they work, they feel that they 
have not been getting their share, and the situation 
is created for new demands and threatened strikes. 
This, it is declared, is the explanation of the unrest 
that has of late characterized the shipbuilding in- 
dustry. 
The Theater Game 


On the south side of Market street, between Fifth 


and Sixth, is a theater called the Empress. Adjoin- 
ing or near it on the east is another, and adjoining 
it on the west is a small movie show called the Em- 
pire. The show and lease of this last-named place 
were bought by Ralph Pincus, active in theatrical 
matters. The auditorium extends through to -Stev- 
k 


enson. Pincus leased a much larger lot across Stev- 
enson and extending through to Jessie. Then he 
sought permission of the Board of Supervisors to 


build a bridge over Stevenson, leading from his Em- 
pire property across to his larger building. It was 
his purpose to make the Empire a Market-street en- 
trance, leading by an inclined plane into a big the- 
ater on the rear lot. Rentals were cheap on this 
submerged property, and the advantage that would 
be thus gained would be very great. The project 
had'got so far as to receive the sanction of the com- 
mittee of the board when the proprietors of the ad- 
jacent theaters woke up. They knew that Pincus 
had bought the little Empire, but they did not know 
that he was behind the project to bridge a street, 
furnishing a Market-street entrance into a big rival 
, theater that was to compete at the great advantage 
of a nominal rent, and they solicited his co-opera- 
tion to defeat the project in the Board of Supervis- 
ors. This furnished a comical situation. 
Things 


went on for some time with the facts hidden, Pincus 
profiting by being posted as to the steps to be taken 
to check the board's action, and being\thus able to 
stall all attempts in this direction. Finally the 
facts came out, and of course there were conse- 
quences. ' Some men engaged in the theatrical busi- 
ness do not speak now as they pass by on that block. 
The bridge permit has received the sanction of .,the 
committee, but heaven and earth are being moved to 
defeat its passage in the general body. 
New Office Building Planned 


The sale of the California' Safe Deposit- & Trust 


Co.'s lot at the southeast corner of California and 
Montgomery streets is reported to have been made 
to George Hind of Hind, Rolph & Company. 
Whether or not Hind is the real purchaser is not 
known, but it is stated that the purchaser intends 
to erect thereon a Class-A office and banking 
structure. 
The price, $275,000, is reckoned very 


reasonable. It is §75,000 less than was offered 
three years ago. The -property has stood idle for 
eight years, and has about eaten itself up in that, 
time, adding up the taxes and interest. At the time 
the $350,000 offer was made an upset price1 was 
fixed at $400,000. Some time later an attempt was 
made to sell it by the late F. J. Symmes, then re- 
ceiver, at an upset price of $350,000, but no offers 
were forthcoming. It has been the declared purpose 
of the new receiver to close out the receivership by 
the first of the year 1917. The long and forlorn list 
of general depositors will get nothing out of the 
sale, however. The trust depositors, whose funds 
are guafanteed under a State law, will be preferred, 
and probably there will not be enough to reimburse 
them. The only value of the property lies in the lot, 
which fronts 68:9 feet on California street by 137:6 
on Montgomery. After the fire the building was 
razed to the first, story and fitted for temporary oc- .. 
cupaney of the bank. It turned out that a tempo- 
rary use was all that was necessary, for the institu- 
tion failed for something over twelve millions in 
about a year. The building was erected forty-two 
years ago, and its deposit vaults were then sup- 
posed to be the last word in equipment of that char- 
acter. They were described in .eastern scientific 
and general illustrated papers. They will probably 
be scrapped when the ground is cleared for a new 
structure. 
Santa Fe to Move 


The building to be erected at the southeast cor- 


ner of Second and Market streets is to have as its 
chief tenant the. San Francisco offices of the Santa 
Fe Railroad Company. The lot is 45 feet front on 
Market by 90.6 on Second. It is planned to erect d 
twelve-story structure thereon, of which the Santa 
Fe will have the ground floor and three upper floors. 
The improvement is being made through the San 
Francisco Savings Union, and under the supervision, 
of John H. Drum., It is understood to be a trust in- 
vestment. The real estate was recently purchased, 
hut the price is not made public. Two years ago 
the late C. H. Hooper offered $285,000 for it. It is 
believed-that the site more recently changed own- 
ership for about $260,000. The Santa Fe offices 
are now in the northeast corner.of the Monadnock' 
building, two blocks above. Property owners on 
lower Market street are taking satisfaction in the 
movements that are going forward in that region. 
The imminence of the Southern Pacific's improve- 
ment, to cover the whole 275-foot frontage between 
Steuart and 'Fremont, will transport a hive of hu- 
manity to a section that is now sparsely populated. 
The east side of Market, from First street down, 
lacks in activity, and it is believed the move of the 
Santa Fe down partly, and the move of the South- 
ern Pacific well down—within a block, of the ferry 
terminus—will have a great effect on general busi- 
ness. This is expected to more evenly divide travel 
up and down lower Mai-ket street, the south side 
vying with the north, and that is expected to have 
an effect beneficial to landlords. The tendency will 
be to make the lower street more popular for retail 
business and for restaurants. 
Schmitz' Home Bid In 


When the home of Ex-Mayor Schmitz in Vallejo 


street was offered for sale in foreclosure proceed- 
ings on Thursday of last week it readily escaped 
sacrifice. W. B. Waldron, who held a second mort- 
gage of $4500, bid it in, paying off the $12,000 held 
by the German Savings.and Loan Society. The home 
is said to have cost $30,000, and the owner quite re- 
cently was offered $23,000 in cash for the property. 
Ostensibly the holder of the second mortgage bid in 
the property as an underwriting proceeding; but it is 
understood that Schmitz had friends who would not 
see him suffer, and who came to his relief. A friend 
of his related a quality that may have commended 
Schmitz to certain of his former friends.

merly. Three years ago, it will be remembered,,her 
admission to the country was questioned for a time 
after the ship bearing her across got in. Her mili- 
tant policy was not indorsed even by enthusiastic 
woman suffragists. But in her present attitude she 
is accepted and welcomed by the haut ton and made 
a social lion. The war, of course, makes the differ- 
ence. What is doing on the various fields of car- 
nage makes the former suffrage militant efforts of 
breaking official windows, and mobbing government 
ministers, and hunger strikes, seem puerile,' indeed. 
To show how much of a social magnate Mrs. Pank- 
hurst is regarded it is only necessary to take ac- 
count of the fact that Mrs. Eleanor Martin, Mrs. 
William H. Crocker, Mrs. Francis Carolan, -Mrs. J. 
B. Casserly, Mrs. Frank Griffin, Mrs. E. J. Mc- 
Cutcheon, Mrs. William A. Hayne, Miss Oxnard, the 
Consuls-General of France and Belgium and other 
high society lights and notables, are to be sponsors 
for her lecture at Sutter and Steiner streets tomor- 
row evening. Her headquarters will be at the Town 
and Country Club. It is altogether a different kind 
of suffrage that she will urge now. That she is 
thus taken i;p by the social lights is sufficient indi- 
cation of the change. It is also an indication of the 
general interest taken in universal suffrage by 
women at large, as such a roster of sponsors could 
not have been gathered for such a purpose three 
years ago. 
How It Is in the East 


Assistant Manager Keating of the St. Francis 


Hotel has just returned from a three weeks' eastern 
trip. It is nothing novel for Keating to make a trip 
east, and he is not inclined to mention it; but his 
friends who like to. be informed as to conditions 
there, and know that nobody is so well able to judge 
as an alert hotelman, alive to the activities, under- 
standing the people and sizing up the situations, 
have kept him pretty busy answering, questions. 
Keating visited Denver, Chicago, New York, Boston, 
Baltimore and other cities. In all of them the evi- 
dences' were aKundant that prosperity was on with 
a capital "P." 
New York, of course, is the great 


center, where everything goes through the small end 
of the funnel. In Boston the New England indus- 
tries that are so largely engaged upon war orders - 
account for the plethora of money and the flush con- 
ditions. Baltimore enjoys prosperity for the same 
general reasons that Boston does, with the addi- 
tional one just at this time that the races are on at 
Pimlico, and the American public is indulging itself 
as it always does at a responsible race meet. The 
Paris Mutuel system of be'tting is in vogue, and the 
extent of the play may be judged from the fact that 
in one day $220,000 passed through the automatic 
form indicators. Chicago's beef and provision con- 
tracts place that city on the high plane of good for- 
tune. At Denver there is a similar state of good 
times.. But there-seems to be a fly in the ointment 
at Denver. At least, one of the more ebullient na- 
tives explained that they had all kinds of money, 
but no way to spend it. Pressed for an explanation, 
as that class of complaint is very unusual, he eluci- 
dated to the effect that there was money enough, 
but no whisky and no racing—the Centennial State 
being dry and horse-racing being barred. 
Train De Luxe 


The train that. will start next Friday for Chi- 


cago, carrying the California delegation to the Re- 
publican National convention, is to consist of ten 
Pullmans. There will be three ten^seetion and two 
compartment cars, two diners, an observation, a 
composite baggage and club and combined bag- 
gage and dynamo car. 
Generally the trains that 


carry delegates to national conventions are stocked 
well with the brews and distillations and vinous 
products for which the State is noted, not to 
mention very liberal samples of the fruit which 
can't be prevented growing here. These it has 
been the custom to distribute along the way and 
after arriving'with a hand that was something more 
than free. However much that practice may have 
gained for California a fame for hospitality and 
generosity, it is not going to be followed this year. 
This departure is not due to any change in the Cali- 
fornia heart—which is undoubtedly as big as ever— 
but to a change in the way such things have corne 
to be regarded. Possibly this is the result of the 
new order of things in the electorate.

One excuse is as good as another-when it comes to 
that. 
Further About Taxes 


On this page last week I had something to say 


about the budget. The budget had been duly pre- 
pared by the finance committee, increasing the sum 
to be raised for- municipal expenditure by $264,- 
082 over that which was raised last year, and it 
was supposed this was about as large as it would 
be. It was realized that a slight change might 
be necessary, should the Board of Supervisors as a 
whole see fit to reduce the rather liberal estimates 
in a few particulars; but it was not imagined that 
the whole budget would .be rejected and the sum to 
be taken out of taxpayers increased $361,909 more! 
The total increase this year over last is therefore 
to be $625,991! This will necessitate" a rate of $2.40 
instead of $2.26, as the budget had it. Among the 
increases is $47,000 for salaries. -This includes the 
pay of stewards and nurses in the health depart- 
ment, police patrol and ambulance drivers, and vari- 
ous others employed about the city offices. While 
it seemed easy for these employees to get away with 
their demands, it was all but impossible for tho 
Park Commissioners to make an impression. The 
commission needs $800,000 for park purposes, and a 
popular vote would let them have it. 


Georg'e Knight for Unity 


Some Republicans who understand are smiling at 


the report, appearing in print with considerable 
prominence, of George Knight objecting to the clause 
in the promulgations anent the forming of a Roose- 
velt Club as to a "reunited party." "The party has 
never been disunited!" vociferates George. When- 
ever George feels that way, or any way, he doesn't 
keep it a secret. In fact, he is noted for coming right 
out. But it is also noted on him that he was not a 
palpable factor six years ago in keeping the party 
united—nor four years ago, nor two years ago. All 
who have kept track of the political history of re- 
cent years will be refreshed to read George's utter- 
ance after they have read his fervent declaration in 
favor of Roosevelt, to this effect: "But I want one 
thing made clear.

Squabbling'Here Also 


If there was an inclination on the part of observ- 


ant citizens here to look with levity, or scorn, or 
other unusual emotion, upon the disharmony in 
transbay municipal boards it must have been 
checked during the week by the discord in their own. 
With considerable frequence in times past one might 
have heard remarks about the squabbling council- 
men of Alameda, where the mayor appears to be 
ever anxious to start something; of Oakland, where 
they fire a city clerk as one of the pastimes of a 
morning session, or of Berkeley, where a recall is 
under way; but after Wednesday's session here no 
one can point his finger in derision at the municipal 
doings in other cities. A violent altercation took 
place over the budget. The finance committee made ' 
its report, with some evident pride over its success 
in holding down the figures so that the increase re- 
quired over last year would not be more than a 
quarter of a million; but the board in full session 
not only omitted to pat its committee on the back, 
but rejected its figures almost in toto. This result- 
ed after the most heated controversy and debate, 
lasting from 10 to 5, in which the motives and ac- 
tions and intents of various supervisors were dis- 
cussed in an awfully frank manner. The culmina- 
tion arrived when Supervisors Gallagher and Nolan 
walked out in the highest dudgeon, notwithstanding 
Mayor Rolph's practical command that they remain. 
A feature of the controversies in this connection 
was the quiescence of Eddie Wolfe. Eddie is im- 
mensely capable in a shindy of this kind; but he is 
also canny. He possesses that rare quality of know- 
ing when "not to." ; One of the observers of things

He refers to it as "im- 
proper" and "lawless," and indicates the position 
of the United States in the following terms:

Such an act would not b 
well received in Great Britain or .Germany. Of 
ficial statements in London and Berlin within 
the last few days indicate as much. 


This being the case, we must view peace talk 


in Washington as the output of politicians anc 
intended • exclusively for home consumption be- 
tween now and November. Meantime we shall 
hope for peace, for the benefit of the men, women 
and children of the belligerent countries, with- 
out a selfish thought. 


DANIELS VS. PHELAN. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels has crossed 


Senator Phelan of California in the latter's 
efforts to obtain some measure of relief for the 
oil operators who were adversely affected by the 
Taft withdrawal orders of 1910. Mr.-Daniels has 
run to the President with the story that the naval 
oil reserves will' be destroyed if the legitimate 
claims of private locaters are recognized. 
He 


itated, with his characteristic assurance, that if 
;he relief bill championed by Mr. Phelan is passed 
he naval vessels will have to go back to coal- 
burning engines. 


Of course, Mr. Daniels is overstating the effect 


if the proposed bill, as everyone who has the 
lightest acquaintance with the oil business 
mows.' Experts have estimated that at the pres- 
nt rate of consumption the government has 
nough oil lands, exclusive of the California naval 
eserves, to supply the navy with fuel eleven 
.undred years. The Secretary of the Interior 
nows the bill does not seek to turn the naval 
eserves over to private interests,, but merely de- 
igns to treat justly the private locaters who 
ere hard hit by the blanket withdrawal orders. 
Therefore, there must be some other reason 


or Mr. Daniels' interference. And California will 
watch with lively interest to see Whether" he suc- 
ceeds in checkmating Senator Phelan. 
It has 


been generally understood that Mr. Phelan "had 
the ear" of the President and was in a positiop 
to exert much influence in administrative coun- 
cils. When he publicly assured the oil operators 
of California that he recognized the justness o 
their Claims and would do all in his power to ai 
them in securing the relief from Congress neces 
sary to save the oil business in this State from 
serious disaster, they considered their fight a 
good as won. The Secretary, of the Interior, wh 
has shown a disinclination to support the figh 
of the oil men because he might be going con 
trary to the views of the Attorney General ant 
the Secretary of the Navy, has suggested to th> 
oil operators that they rely upon Senator Phelan 
to watch their interests. 


Now that Mr. Daniels has come out in opei 


opposition to the Phelan Senate bill the confi 
dence of the oil men has suffered'a loss. .Mr 
Daniels has been supported by the President ih 
nearly every controversy to which' he was a 
party. The most recent instance is the interest 
ing question of veracity between him and Rear 
Admiral Fiske. Although the open facts showed 
that Mr. Daniels had made an incorrect state- 
ment to Congress,' Mr. Wilson whitewashed the 
complaint'against him by crediting his acts to 
'difference in recollections." Should Mr. Wilson 
uphold Mr. Daniels' opposition to the Phelan bil 
it will be interesting to know what reasons he 
vill give to the influential Senator from Cali- 
fornia. 


The contentions of the United States have 


nothing to do with the alleged blockade against 
Germany, but are based upon those principles of 
•right and justice for which the nation twice 
went to war. They represent.the historic senti- 
ment of the American people. Great Britain's 
actions are indefensible and we have endured 
quite enough parleying and evasion. It is not 
likely England will attempt to maintain as a 
right something she . has repudiated and con- 
tended against in the past, when conditions were

ficials awoke one morning to find a 
diminutive army, equipped with real 
guns, in possession of the mole. 


Southern 
Pacific elected not to 
: equip an army, but sought .the courts 
for an injunction to prevent the lay- 
ing of-the Western Pacific rails. It 
was granted, but the Western Pacific 
soldiers dirt not strike camp until the 
.United States Circuit Cour* of Appeals 
decided ,that neither railroad owned 
tho mole—that it . belonged to the 
city- of Oakland. Then the Western 
Pacific rails went down. " 


DIUH-LM FADES. 


Under tremendous difficulties the 


work of construction of the Western 
Pacific proceeded on a gigantic scale. 
In 1908 it was seen that'more monkey 
must be had, and so the Denver nnd 
Rio Grande, true to Us pledge, took 
up a second bond issue of 525,000,000; 
Itself issuing bonds to get the money, 
and the work went on to completion. 


But Georgn Gould's dream had al- 


ready begun t6 fade.. As the trans- 
continental system of railroads grew, 
eo did It disappear. Wosttfrn Mary- 
land went Into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, then followed Wabash, and 
soon Missouri Pacific, tho,first link.

Pinched Tubes. 


C. TV". Brodertck of the Imperial G 


and Supply Company, local felling agent 
for the Hlchelln Tire Company, says that 
a few words about avoiding delays and 
expense resulting -from carelessly fitting 
Inner tubes may be of Interest When 
fitting a tire, If.the tube Is pinched be- 
tween the bead of the casing- and the 
rim, the invariable result la the explosion 
of the tube. Such explosion usually forces 
tho bead out of the clinch of the rim at 
the point where the-rupture occurs. The 
inference IB then drawn that tho envelope 
did not flt properly, but this Is probably 
not true. It Is- more than likely that In 
fitting-, two thicknesses of Inner tube 
have become pinched under the toe or 
edge of the bead, resulting- In u." rupture 
of the tube at this point, permitting the. 
air to escape, with. explosive force, be-, 
tvreen the outaldo of tho bead and the 
Inner surface of the.clinch, this explosion 
driving the bead entirely uut of the rim 
at that point. The-trouble was not that 
tho envelope was off slzn . which is sel- 
dom the case, but with the careless way 
In which the'tube'waj! fitted, Explosions 
as described will sometimes occur even 
when a cor- Is standtnff^lrt a garage. 


It Is a good plan to test the fitting of 


a tubn, before inflating-, by-turning; the 
wheel slowly and looking for any projec- 
tion or unevenneES of tho casing. If any 


found, take hold of the casing with the 


left hand, the palm near the bead, push- 
ng the outer side toward the car. Then 
with the thin edge of a" spur lever lift 
the outer bead and push It slightly toward 
the center of the rim. If any of tha: 
inner tube Is visible, the tube Is not In 
proper position. In this 'event push the ' 


thin part of the lever under the bead and 
force tho free end of the lover downward 
to release tho head at that point. Then 
let the bead settle back In position, being 
sure- that tho pinched tube haa released 
Itself. If the tube cannot be seen at that 
point continue the examination all around 
the wheel. Be particularly careful in ex- 
amining that portion of the bead fitted 
•last.

rageous and disgraceful affair that 
ever occurred In old Ireland.

one would have thought a month ago 
that such a thins could over take 
place in tha Ireland of today.

Sinn Feiners, instead of attacking- the 
military or the 'Forces of, tho Crown,' 
attacked the people instead, looting 
their houses, 'taking- their 
property 


and attempting:'to terrorize, tyrannize 
and enslave the Irish people, to com- 
pletely ruin tho country and its in- 
habitants. This rebellion will 
and 


should be put down with a stern hand 
and euch rebels punished without any 
toleration, or mercy. 


""We liad a terrible time here for 


- four or five days and nights. 
"We 
had a narrow 
escape 
from being- 


blown tip and burned out and only a 
matter' of fifteen or twenty minutes 
from being shelled when there would 
have been many killed anrt wounded. 
Fortunately the 
'peace 
deputation' 


from here wtth the white flag arrived 
at "VVexford, or somewhere near it, 
fit military 
headquarters, 
just 
in 


time to save the town, late Friday 
night, April 28. 
I do 
not 
know 
whether we-would have received any 
notice or not; we have no definite in- 
formation of that at present. 
But 


•we were all ready on Sunday even- 
Ing", April 30, to rush out of town 
with food for a few days if the lead- 
ers of the Sinn Felners had not sur- 
rendered. 
But even when they had 


we were not quite sure of our ground 
but kept watching and waiting until 
late that night. 
"We were cut off\ 


from communication with the outside1 
world—a mile outside*, the town, 
t j 


and others had to go down to the! 
offices on Thursday (27th), not only1 
through the firing line but through 
the firing itself, bullets passing over 
our heads and scraping the walls near 
us for several yards. It was pay day, 
BO we paid off as fast as v/e could 
and put the cash left in the safe in 
the strong room. Then we closed 
down until May 1 when the military 
arrived. . The hank managers here 
had locked up and cleared out of the 
town with the keys, destination un- 
known, I was fearkig a run on the 
cash and got ready to clear out at a 
moment's notice. But, strange to-re- 
late, no attempt -was mn.de on the 
money. Perhaps the 
Sinn Felners 


thought they would have it In a few 
days anyway. 


"Our relatives In Dublin are well 
and safo though a great part of the 
town 
has .been 
blown down 
and 


hurried. Sackville street is half gone, 
with the principal buildings on It de- 
stroyed. 
The accounts of particular 


damage you will see in the papers I 
am sending. 


"The weather during1 the Sinn Fein 


occupation was very fine, but it Is 
bad. and wet now, with the crops be- 
hind and the country In a miserable 
state.
